NEPOTISM has been defined as “putting your grand- 
mother on the payroll for the good of the party.” Nepotism 
is not always illegal. It is always unethical. 

One congressman recently put his 19-year-old son on the 
payroll at $11,873 a year. No law against it. And no de- 
fense for it, morally. One House member hired his wife 
and charged the government for office rent for her on the 
front porch back home. At last count, Tennessee’s Senator 
Gore had four relatives on his payroll—two sisters, a nephew 
and a niece—all doubtless more capable than anyone else 
he could find. It is not clear whether the Senator ran out 
of jobs first or ran out of kinfolks first. 


Public Payola 

Payola? Lyndon Johnson’s brother is on the payroll as 
clerk of the Senate Democratic Conference at $15,633.36. 
Montana’s Senator Murray’s son is on pop’s payroll at 
$16,299.96. Senator John Kennedy, among many others, 
had a relative on his payroll. He still has. Like many 
other relatives, Robert Kennedy is not qualified to hold 
his job. But it’s all “legal.” 

Recent exposures have shown that records of the House 
of Representatives show that congressmen spent tax dollars 
on trips to resorts, night clubbing and tipping aboard luxury 
liners. The receipts supporting the expense account claims 
were altered in some instances to show different purposes 
for the expenditures. After the unethical actions of a few 
House members were exposed, the door to the House Dis- 
bursement Office, traditionally open for public inspection of 
records, was locked. 

Your congressmen and senators are among the most high- 
ly paid and lightly taxed people in this country. Their real 
income, considering their hidden benefits, privileges and 
exemptions is from three to six times their salaries. 

Congressmen get a salary of $22,500, more than most 
of them ever earned before. They are allowed up to 
$40,000 a year for an office staff, plus $1,800 for office 
expense in their own districts. The government pays for up 
to 40,000 words in telegrams and 6,000 minutes of free long- 
distance calls. And the post office carries their mail free. 

When Mrs. Roosevelt was pouring out her heart on TV 
for the world’s hungry as she sold margarine to add to her 
millions, the “Hollywood Reporter” cracked: “Yodel for the 
widow FDR. Tune the trumpet and tambourine. Move 
over Dinah and Steverine. Pass the atrophine, Ernestine. 
Eleanor’s gonna make a scene. Plugging oleomargarine!” 

And the Chicago Tribune commented: “We are hardly 
surprised that she would take the fee. Since Jimmy was cash- 
ing in on the White House connection as an insurance sales- 
man, Elliott was playing John Hartford for a $200,000 
sucker and their father was picking up die proofs of new 
stamps from his postmaster general for his $250,000 col- 
lection, the family has always looked to itself.” 

My friends, the Roosevelts, the Trumans and the Eisen- 
howers all looked to themselves. If the Kennedys can mul- 
tiply their fortune in the same proportion, we'll have no 
further worry about the drain on our gold. If we can in- 
fluence the new Royal Household to invest it in this country, 
we can change the name of Fort Knox to Fort Kennedy. 

The worst payola is the payola that the politicians offer the 
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people for their votes. For instance, the talking machine 
from Minnesota, Socialist Hubert Humphrey, in plugging the 
Socialistic Forand health insurance program, urged his Sen- 
ate colleagues to get behind the bill because it is “political 
insurance” of their election to, or continuity in, office. 

H. L. Mencken once said that if politicians found that 
they had cannibals among their constituents, they would 
promise them missionaries for their Sunday dinners. The 
basic strength of our nation—of any nation—is its moral 
strength. A nation dominated by immorality, cynicism and 
selfishness cannot survive, no matter how great its missile 
strength and productive capacity. We're lacking in spiritual 
lift as well as missile lift. Far more important than urban 
renewal is cleaning our dirty houses. Our Achilles Heel 
is not our housing slums but our moral slums. No nation 
has ever been conquered from outside unless it was rotten 
inside. There was a great hue and cry about the last Presi- 
dential election being stolen. It was. The people stole it. 

Some people’s answer to nest-feathering politicians is to 
elect rich men who don’t need to steal. Rich men “need” 
to steal as much or more so than poor men. The usual 
thief is not a person who wants bread, but a person who 
wants pie a la mode. 


Private Corruption 

Twenty-nine manufacturers of heavy electrical equipment 
got caught price-fixing and bid-rigging. Some top execu- 
tives were sentenced to jail. Their guilty pleas are not only 
indictments of their own companies, they are indictments of 
the free enterprise system. These callous connivers have 
dealt a below-the-belt blow to the free enterprise system. 
These would-be monopolists ignored the antitrust laws which 
have been the law of the land since 1890, just as though 
they were co-ops or labor union leaders and therefore above 
the law. It’s legal to maintain a union or co-op monopoly. 

This collusion has been going on for 25 years, but 
the presidents of the companies, so the story goes, didn’t 
know about it. If the presidents did know about it, they 
should be fired, without pensions, on moral grounds. If 
they didn’t know about it they should be fired for incompe- 
tency. The executives fined and imprisoned are still on the 
company payrolls. Why weren't they fired? Could be be- 
cause they might “sing” on their superiors and associates 
who didn’t get caught. 

And thinking about electrical transformers brings to mind 
the one and only—we always have something to be thankful 
for—Sammy Davis, Jr. At the wedding of Sammy Davis, 
Jr. and May Britt, former white actress, President Ken- 
nedy’s sister, reportedly married to Peter Lawford, re- 
portedly chirped to Sammy, Jr., “How’re you feeling, 
Chicky Baby?” as she kissed him on the cheek. “Man, 
I’m electric!” sang back the reported entertainer. Like what 
makes Sammy run? Like Reddy Kilowatt, man! 

Now that Reddy Sammy has married this white lady and 
raised her up to his level; now that he is not only half- 
white, so to speak, but also a social equal of the First 
Family of Our Land, I respectfully suggest that he should 
quit being called Sammy and be called Mr. Sam, II.

FOOD AND DRUG ADMINISTRATION is counting 
on increased funds and people, plus the 
authority to get its fingers even deeper 
into agricultural chemical use. It hopes 
to test some 300,000 items to reduce 
hazards from poisoning. 


$35 MILLION FOR LOANS has been made avail- 
able to the Farmers Home Administration 
to use for farm operating loans, ac- 
cording to USDA. The money was made avail- 
able so that "No qualified family farmer 
will be required to give up farming be- 
cause of inability to finance his 1960 
operations," said Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Freeman. 


A BROAD RESEARCH program for six grains 
was announced recently by the USDA. 
Farmers can hold 1960-crop corn, wheat 
and grain s sorghum under farm-stored price 
support loans for a two-year period fol- 
lowing maturity d dates of original loans; 
1960-crop barley, oats and rye in some 
areas are eligible for reseal. All crops 
currently under reseal may be extended. 
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Eldon Hott runs his 70,000 
broiler operation near Franklin, 
West Virginia, with the preci- 
sion of a Detroit assembly line. 
It takes 25 to 50 daily telephone 
calls to do it. Many are made 


long distance to nearby states. 


Several years ago Eldon real- 
ized that his operation was liter- 
ally tied together with telephone 
calls. He did his buying, selling 
—most of his management— 
with the phone. Yet when he 
was wanted on the line, Mrs. 
Hott had to drop her housework 
and hunt through the outbuild- 
ings to find him. 


Eldon decided it was easier to 
take the telephone to the farmer. 
So he had twoextensions installed 
—one in his feed mill, and an- 
other in a central broiler house. 
Each is equipped to allow Mrs. 


“If | didn’t have these telephones, | wouldn't have this place 


Hott to hold an incoming call 
while she dials one or the other 
of the extensions. Both have a 
loud-ringing bell that Eldon can 
hear in other buildings. 


With this system, Eldon is 
seldom more than a few steps 
from a call. And, neither he nor 
Mrs. Hott has to put up with 
that endless running between 
house and buildings.

@ Mills hope for curtailment of textile imports 


SETTING OF THE 1961 PRICE support for cot- 
ton at 33.04 cents for Middling one inch 
was not unexpected. The support level is 
82% of the January parity of 38.83 cents, 
or 31.84 cents for the "average of the 
crop," plus 120 points as a differential 
to convert to the loan base of Middling 
one inch. The support is 3.75 cents a 
pound higher than the Choice A resale 
price in 1960 and 62 points above the 
Choice A purchase price. The price in- 
crease was granted on top of a 15% acre- 
age increase given by Secretary Ezra Taft 
Benson before his retirement. 











WITH THE ANNOUNCEMENT of price supports 
came the fixing of the export subsidy 
for 1961 at 8.5 cents a pound, 2.5 cents 
higher than the subsidy in 1960. The 
subsidy does not offset the increase in 
price. This has the effect of raising 
the price of American cotton more than a 
cent a pound in world markets. This in- 
creased price will encourage foreign 
production, which will bring a reduction 
in the amount of cotton needed from the 
United States. 


The announcement already has had the 
effect of slowing exports. With Payment- 
In-Kind registrations this season ap- 
proaching those of last year, when 
7,200,000 bales were exported, shippers 
have raised Lee price of cotton offered 




















pound. te are now projected in the 
neighborhood of 6,000,000 bales. 

The support price is the minimum. If 
the July parity is higher, the loan will 
be higher. If, when the loan differ- 
entials are announced, the difference 
between the average of the crop and Mid- 
dling one inch is greater than the ar- 
bitrary 120 points used in the minimum 
determination, that increase will be 
added. 


GREAT USE OF THE loan program is expected 
this year as farmers strive to lift 
prices above the minimum. CCC stocks will 
be held off the market at 115% of the 
loan level. This is a minimum of 38.00 
cents for Middling one inch. Carrying 
charges, etc., could make this resale 
price even higher. 
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The new program is a return to the 
high-price, curtailed production plan 
originally sponsored by the Democrats, 
which brought on the heavy surpluses and 
reduced acreage that preceded the Agri- 
cultural Act of 1958. This act, it 
should be recalled, lifted acreage from 
a potential 12,000,000 to 16,000,000, 
but was accompanied by price concessions 
by farmers in return for the greater 
acreage. Now, with even greater acreage, 
the price has been advanced again. 
History is about to repeat itself. 




















FARMERS WHO HAVE released their acreage 
to their county committees for the past 
two years should take a good look at the 
regulations. They MUST PLANT this year up 
to 75% of their allotment, or lose their 


quotas . 


THE 1961 CROP is off to a slow start be- 
cause of ground coolness in the Lower 
Rio Grande Valley, but plantings are ex- 
pected to accelerate as rapidly as 
weather permits. With the higher price 
Support level, farmers are expected to 
be more liberal with fertilizer applica- 
tions, to do a better job of insect and 
weed control and to set goals for the 
highest production possible. The reallo- 
cation of released acreage is expected 
to result in the flow of acreage from 
the poorer to the better lands, increas- 
ing the crop potential. 








DOMESTIC COTTON mills have hope that 
there will be some curtailment of the 
Shipments of textiles into the United 
States. Last year, for the first time 
Since records have been kept, imports of 
textiles exceeded exports (566,000 bale 
equivalents to 522,000). The six-cent ex- 
port subsidy on American cotton, plus 
cheaper labor abroad, is blamed for the 
Situation. A committee of Cabinet mem- 
bers has been named by President Ken- 
nedy to make recommendations. 


COTTON ON HIGHER pH soils matures 
earlier and produces more, say South 
Carolina scientists. Tests over a 10- 
year period show that average yields in- 
crease by 833 pounds per acre when pH 
is increased from 5.0 to 6.0. 
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This is the Ladder Ranch, where distances are great and 
fencing conditions are tough. Here more than 200 miles of 
Sheffield A to Z wolf-proof fence have been erected during 
the past two years.

WHITE HOUSE 


-- Feed grains blaze “frontier” trail 
-- First aid or habit forming? 


‘WHE Administration’s first move in the field of farm leg- 
islation is a “Corn and Feed Grains” proposal that started 
out as H.R. 4510. It was labeled a one-year emergency plan 
by Department of Agriculture officials who presented it to 
Congress. But was considered to carry far more significance 
by schooled observers, who see it as a sign of things to come. 
The bill did not carry a Freeman (Secretary of Agri- 
culture) tag; but was labeled “White House” from the 
start. Nevertheless, it created the hottest controversy caused 
by a farm proposal in several years. Whether a sense of 
urgency, plus the magic of Kennedy’s popularity could get 
it through Congress intact on time was a question mark 
at press time. (It is No. 5 on the President's “must” list.) 
The bill itself deals only with corn and feed grains (not 
wheat). Without referendum, it would urge producers to put 
20% of their alloted grain acreage (based on 1959-1960 
plantings) into a land retirement program. Per-acre payment 
for the acreage would be made in cash, each farmer 
receiving support price for 60% of his average production. 
A complier in the first part of the program would be 
eligible to take out an additional 20% of his allotment, for 
which he would receive “payment-in-kind” certificates. Cer- 
tificates would be good for two thirds his average yield on 
this acreage. He could present the paper to CCC and get 
the grain out of government stocks—or take cash for it 
at market price—in which case CCC would sell grain on 
the open market to make the payment. 

The program is described by its backers as “voluntary.” 
However, it has a controversial “Section 3,” which makes it 
possible for the Secretary of Agriculture to force heavy 
participation. This section provides that he could sell stocks 
out of CCC at any price he chooses. He would be required 
to sell enough grain to cover the payment-in-kind dis- 
bursements—plus as much as necessary to pay all over 
$500 million paid out in the cash program. 

This would give the secretary power to use CCC stocks 
to drive the market price as low as necessary to force par- 
ticipation, By merely threatening to put it on the market 
at a given low price, he could frighten producers into the 
program, even on a one-year basis. (They would have 
to come in to get the $1.20 price provided by the loan.) 

It is claimed that the plan would cost only $500 mil- 
lion. However, this figure does not take into account the 
cost of grain in stock and the government’s investment in its 
storage. Assuming 100% compliance, which could be ma- 
nipulated over a long pull as described above, the govern- 
ment would be taking in all corn produced (at $1.20 
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per bushel) and selling it back at a so-called market price. 

Secretary Freeman announced that he would also increase 
the support price on soybeans (to about $2.30 a bushel) in 
order to encourage grain producers to switch part of their 
feed acreage to that crop. (Soybeans presently enjoy a 
strong market, are selling at well above support prices.) 

The bill received excited and immediate endorsement by 
the Farmers Union, and somewhat less enthusiastic ap- 
proval by the Grange. But it got one of the sharpest blasts 
ever issued by the American Farm Bureau and was soundly 
lambasted by such groups as the National Grain Trade 
Council, the U.S. Chamber of Commerce and soybean 
people. 

President Charles Shuman of AFBF (the only nation wide 
farmer organization.) pulled out all the stops—said the 
thing is an ill-conceived “pig-in-a-poke,” a “blank check” 
for the Secretary. He said it is “compulsory, not volun- 
tary;” and that it would “cost billions,” not $500 million. 

“All this talk about the ‘temporary’ nature of this bill 
amuses me,” Shuman concluded. “It is an obvious move 
to get control of all commodities; it’s an entirely new con- 
cept of using government stocks to manipulate prices. 

“You cannot defend this bill before the people or the 
farmers,” he told lawmakers. “Agriculture is too compli- 
cated for us to risk this kind of experiment.” 

President Hershal Newsom of the Grange said the pro- 
posal does not concur entirely with the position of his or- 
ganization, but “we feel that we must make some conces- 
sions. We support it.” Roy Battles, Legislative Director 
of the Grange, admitted that price fixing is dangerous, but 
feels “the alternate choice is even worse.” 

Reuben Johnson, who testified for the Farmers Union, 
suggested just one change—that the support price be raised 
to $1.30 (for corn). And Fred Heinkel (MFA, Missouri), 
who was chairman of the President’s “task force” recom- 
mending the legislation, agreed that it should be $1.30. 
Johnson said he wouldn’t want to trust “some past secre- 
taries” to set prices, but this one he would trust. 

In Secretary Freeman’s presentation of the bill he esti- 
mated that participation would be about 70%, which would 
take some 14 million acres out of grain production. He 
said another 2 million acres will be shifted to soybeans by 
increasing soybean price supports (not a part of the bill). 

Asked if his long-term program, including wheat, would 
be approached along these same lines, Freeman said, “It 
is being considered.” 

He urged the Congress to pass the law by March 15.

MISUSE OF THE HACKSAW. One 
of the most frequently used, or mis- 
used, tools in the shop is the hacksaw. 
Seldom is its full cutting effectiveness 
realized, due to poor handling. Here 
is what you can do to make it a 
more effective tool: 

Blade: A short blade is best for 
general use, and the teeth should be 
fine or medium. A fine tooth blade 
is best for hard or thin material. A 
course blade is for use on softer 
metals. Two blades installed side-by- 
side may be used advantageously on 
thin material if the width of the cut 
is unimportant. This will prevent 
tooth breakage. 

Blade installation: The blade tension 
adjustment should be tight, as blade 
looseness causes breakage. Some users 
install the blade with the teeth in 
the reverse position to prevent tooth 
breakage. Installed in this way, cut- 
ting pressure is applied on the back 
stroke and there is less of it so that 
teeth are saved. In cutting soft or 
thick material the teeth should be 
pointing away from the user 

Frame: For greatest cutting effec- 
tiveness a heavy, well-balanced frame 
is best. It should be adjustable for 
any size blade. 

Highspeed blades: Surprisingly, few 
users know that highspeed tool steel 
hacksaw blades are available at any 
hardware store. Such a blade is a 
good buy if there is much tough saw- 
ing to do, as it will cut twice as fast 
and last many times longer. 
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Thin wall tubing can 
be cut evenly and with 
greater ease if the 
area to be sawed is 
first banded with sev- 
eral layers of masking 
tape. After banding 
the tubing in this way, 
mark it accurately en- 
tirely around the tub- 
ing and your cut will 
be square. The mask- 
ing tape will prevent 
the blade from. slip- 
ping to one side of 
the mark. 
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POST ANCHOR: To keep that corner 
or key post upright in the ground 
and able to withstand the heaving ac- 
tion of frost, use an old narrow disk 
for an anchor. Fasten the disk to 
the bottom of your post with a lag 
screw, then replace dirt and tamp in 
the fill. 


PREVENT “SKIN” on leftover paints. 
Before closing a can of paint, place 
a piece of plastic across the top, then 
press the lid on, for an airtight seal 
that effectively prevents formation of 
annoying “skin” atop the paint. Plastic 
is removed from vegetables sold in 
supermarkets. 


ROCK BUSTER. When massive rocks 
are to be moved, cover them with old 
wood, underbrush, etc., then dig a 


shallow ditch around them and fill 
this, too, with the debris. Pour old 
oil and some kerosene over all, in- 
cluding the rock, then fire and keep 
it smoldering long enough for the rock 
to get hot. Then play a stream of cold 
water on it and the resulting contrac- 
tion will bust the rock into manage- 
able fragments 


ICE CLEANER. When your grind- 
stone get coated and loaded up with 
steel and dirt, clean it quickly by turn- 
ing the wheel slowly as a piece of 
ice is held up against it 


ON LONG JACKSCREWS around 
farm machinery, and where the leng- 
thy screws have handwheels, mount 
on the handwheel a spinner knob such 
as is used on the steering wheels of 
“hotrods.” The spinner speeds up the 
chore of operating the jackscrew. 
Where a nut on a piece of farm equip- 
ment has to be constantly adjusted or 
removed, weld an L-shaped short 
handle to it, and you won't need to 
hunt or carry a wrench for it. 


MOUNT THE HANDLE of a sliding 
barn door at the center of the door so 
that the weight is distributed evenly on 
both rollers. When the handle is to 
one side, the door is harder to move 
because most of the door weight is 
on the forward roller. 


A STEEL TIRE rim welded to the 
front bumper of your truck makes 
good bumper guard. Machinery and 
equipment such as tractors or feed 
bunks can be pushed around without 
crumpling the grill, says W. R. Bul- 
lington, Killen, Ala.

Farm labor 
_ left and right 


THE labor bills have come out of 
Senate committee with all they were 
expected to carry, plus a little extra. 

S-1122 is the Minimum Wage pack- 
age. It asks for an industrial mini- 
mum of $1.25—to be attained by 
1962. And it sets a minimum, wage 
for certain (organized) farm workers, 
including migrants, of 85 cents—with 
a graduating scale to bring this mini- 
mum to the same level as industrial 
wages within four years. 

Another labor bill, S-1128, amends 
the National Labor Relations Act to 
make its provisions on collective bar- 
gaining applicable to agriculture. 

So Sen. Harrison Williams (D-N.J.) 
has made good on statements he made 
at the Farm Labor Conference in Cin- 
cinnati. At that same conference, mi- 
grant workers were mourned as “the 
most economically disadvantaged peo- 
ple in the U.S.” 

Meanwhile, a “Seeds of Progress” 
meeting in Pennsylvania has revealed 
that the plight of these workers as 
pictured in “Harvest of Shame” was 
a gross exaggeration. 


Feed people fight 
sath stepped up controls 


WASHINGTON’S farm lobby is far 
from general acceptance of the new 
feed grain bill. The American Soy- 
bean Assn., National Grain Trade 
Council, National Egg Council and a 
host of other groups who handle and 
feed grain are up in arms over impli- 
cations of the plan. 

Secretary Freeman’s contention that 
the plan would increase grain cost 
but not consumer food prices implies 
that feeders of livestock and poultry 
could have their profits squeezed. 

Soybean folks are really scared. 
Coupled with an increase in the sup- 
port rate for beans, the plan “might 
well make it impossible to continue 
the fine job we've done of building 
markets . . . might turn the crop into 
another surplus commodity,” is the 
way President Charles V. Simpson of 
the Soybean Assn. puts it. 

What Simpson seems to be saying 
is that the industry will grow as much 
as needed without increased price sup- 
ports, and that any increase would 
only serve to help price their products 
out of the market. 
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In testimony against the bill, Bill 
Brooks of the National Grain Trade 
Council said the package “will destroy 
the feed grain market—create a CCC 
monopoly in grain.” 

The Egg Council does not want to 
“add to the problems of the customers 
of feed grain producers — namely, 
feeders of livestock and poultry”—an- 
other “problem of great magnitude” 
now on the backs of grain producers 
and the nation. 

“There is no manner by which they 
(poultrymen) can pass along the ex- 
tra cost” that might arise from the 
feed grain plan, according to the 
Council. The same can be said for 
all other feed grain users. 


over economists 


ALL agricultural economists and 
their service functions within USDA 
are being lumped into one “group” 
under the direction of Dr. Willard 
Cochrane. 

Currently, each major section of 
the Department has its own economic 
functions and activities. The new 
rule will bring economic research and 
statistical reporting under one head 
—Cochrane. (See “Washington Wire.”) 

The director will have much more 
control over what Department eco- 
nomists have to say and do. 


WZ Grain bill backfires 


PRESIDENT Kennedy delayed de- 
livery of his farm message to the Con- 
gress a week beyond the scheduled re- 
lease of March 7 because of rising 
criticism of the Administration’s feed 
grain program, slated for a House 
debate. 

Section 3 of the feed grains bill has 
been killed in the Senate version (that 
section which threatens to “dump” 
CCC supplies), and observers feel this 
is the version that is likely to win in 
any conference committee. 

It is also understood farmer protests 
are mounting in such volume the Ad- 
ministration may wish to reset all 
of its long-range farm program plans 
(see “Washington Wire,” page 62). 
The outcome of the feed grain battle 
in the House will govern the decision. 
There is also word in Washington that 
the President’s wheat program may 
lift the lid on controls of production 
while clamping the lid on surplus 
wheat eligible for government price 
support guarantees. 

If corn belt farmers are asked to 


Cochrane takes 


curtail corn acreage in exchange for 
higher supports, and if wheat farm- 
ers face the prospect of lighter con- 
trols with support prices at parity, a 
corn-wheat feud is in the making on 
Capitol Hill, say spokesmen. 

Advanced word on wheat is that 
any produced beyond food needs 
would be used for livestock feed or 
sold on the free market without fur- 
ther government support guarantees. 
Big hooker in this is that government 
would have to subsidize wheat export 
—to meet parity requirements at a- 
bout $1.20 a bushel instead of the 
current_subsidy figures for exports at 
60 cents a bushel. 

Also, the new wheat program would 
increase costs to bakers and consum- 
ers, while surplus wheat output would 
cut into corn and small grain livestock 
utilization. 


Teamster bosses 
» 4 deplore “no truck 
with truckers” rule 


IN an unprecedented appeal, Jimmy 
Hoffa’s powerful Teamsters Union has 
begged the Kennedy Administration 
and Labor Secretary Arthur Gold- 
berg, especially, to please recognize the 
Teamsters when naming special com- 
missions involving union representa- 
tion. 

Teamsters privately concede the in- 
dicated squeeze-out by the Kennedy 
Administration which apparently 
wants “no truck with truckers” is 
hurting Teamster prestige and reputa- 
tion with people who fear its power. 

Administration sources say they 
owe nothing to Hoffa or Teamsters 
and will ignore his union’s pleas for 
recognition, monitors Or no monitors. 

Freeman out- 


=. maneuvering JFK? 


THE farm bill before Congress is a 
Kennedy proposal, not a Freeman 
plan. And this represents a sharp de- 
parture from the past. Even FDR let 
his Secretaries of Agriculture carry 
the ball on farm legislation. 

This troublesome task of the ad- 
ministrative branch is a_ two-edged 
sword, however; and if Kennedy takes 
the credit he will also have to take the 
blame. 

Either he doesn’t know a bear's 
tail when he sees it, or the President 
is making a political blunder (rare for 
him, indeed). Nobody loves the farm 
administrator. 
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TWO nationally read publications re- 
cently carried news analyses of the 
new Administration and a commen- 
tary on the direction many of its lead- 
ers would take in using government 
power to regulate the economy. 

Henry Gemmill, staffer for the Wall 
Street Journal, wrote: “Officials in- 
tend to alter the inner workings of 
the American economy in a basic 
way —by subordinating traditional 
market mechanism for setting prices 
—and by superimposing the ‘public 
will’. All of this is to be done ac- 
cording to government plan. 

“There will be appeals to patrio- 
tism, but officials are prepared to go 
much further; they do not flinch at 
mention of ‘arm twisting’ and 
‘threats’,” he said. 

The new Administration has made 
no bones about its hopes of subordi- 
nating market place pricing to govern- 
ment-planned pricing, according to 
Gemmill, who attributes to many Ad- 
ministration officials “a deep distrust 
of prices set in private bargaining.” 

A Business Week story, though less 
sure of the degree to which govern- 
ment planners will influence practical 
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Administration attacks on supply- 


demand law noted 
politicians, seems to agree with the 
foregoing analysis. 

Richard Neustadt, a White House 
aide, was quoted as listing the “shift 
in capital resources from private use 
to public purpose,” as one of the 
major problems of the President dur- 
ing the 1960's. . 

If these writers need more evidence 
to support their analyses, they might 
look closely at the currently proposed 
feed grain measure. Kennedy's en- 
dorsement of the plan may be the tip 
that such programs are planned, not 
only for other farm commodities, but 
for other segments of the economy, as 


well. 
~ 4 U.S. to aid Latin 
land reform 


LATIN AMERICANS have been told, 
in effect, to “get along” with land 
reform plans. 

That is the counsel of U.S. Food 
for Peace Administrator George Mc- 
Govern, who has been talking with 
officials in Brazil, Argentina and 
other South American countries on 
a recent tour. 


Chicken packing project in Memphis 
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STANDING ROOM ONLY. Early in March, company officials from Minnesota 
came South to show off what Nutrena Feeds calls a “high density layer system.” 

The unit is in use in North Carolina, Missouri and Mississippi; but most are con- 
centrated in the Memphis area, where 12 houses are either in use or under con- 
struction (FARM AND RANCH, December, 1960). 

The system employs highly automated equipment to feed, water, nest, light, ventilate 
and gather eggs in a heavily concentrated bird population (34 square foot per bird). 
The house is windowless, is ventilated with thermostatically controlled fans. Each 
house is designed for 10,000 birds; and the claim is that one man can handle 30,000 


layers (three houses) with this set-up. 


House demonstrated for farm editors was one of several being put into operation by 
Malone and Hyde, wholesale marketing firm in Memphis. 
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Nearly every nation below the Rio 
Grande, at some recent time or other, 
has been faced with land reform pro- 
posals. Some of the sponsors of such 
plans reflect the Communist line of 
“taking from the rich to give to the 
poor,” while others are quite legiti- 
mate supporters of human needs. 

Since it is often difficult to tell 
which type of support is behind which 
land reform plan, government offi- 
cials in most of the Americas have 
moved cautiously into a recognizably 
delicate field. 

For example, in Chile, land reform 
is a Communist demand. In Peru, the 
Conservative government has recom- 
mended it. In Argentina, land reform 
is generally identified with proposals 
for dividing up the big cattle ranches 
of Buenos Aires province. And in 
Cuba it meant taking ail holdings, 
foreign and domestic. 

McGovern took with him on his 
“technical mission” to South America 
generous offers of food and fiber. 
In sum and substance he has said: 
“If you embark on land reform, the 
U.S. will arrange to give you enough 
feed and perhaps other items to tide 
you over during the adjustment.” 

In other words, the United States 
has announced what amounts to a 
new official policy. This nation will 
facilitate adoption of land reform pro- 


grams in Latin America. 
ww Under any name 
they smell the same 


NAME changing is a favorite game 
around the Department of Agriculture 
these days. This is the way to prove 
that the Administration is doing some- 
thing different. 

First, P.L. 480 (and other foreign 
giveaways of farm products) became 
“Food for Peace.” The Soil Bank 
has become “Land Retirement.” The 
Brannan Plan is masquerading under 
all kinds of name tags as “new” farm 
bills are introduced. And now the 
Secretary himself has come up with a 
different “handle” for Rural Develop- 
ment—says he will start a “new” pro- 
gram called Agribusiness “to provide 
off-farm employment in rural com- 
munities.” 

If the revival and resurrection of 
these old programs continues—and 
each is reincarnated under a different 
name—farmers will need a revised 
dictionary to know what they are 
talking about.

Brickbats 
and 
Harvest Busters 


HE California farm labor story 

in February brought much 

news but not any noticeable 

progress toward final settle- 
ment. 

The unions struck ranch after ranch. 
Growers fought back with non-pro- 
fessional volunteer labor. Lettuce con- 
tinued to move at nearly normal vol- 
ume; then the Eastern weather tied 
up markets. Lettuce costing $1.60 a 
carton in the fields brought only 
80 cents on the Eastern markets. The 
Advisory Board stepped in and cur- 
tailed the harvest. Neither union nor 
growers could count this as a victory. 

The union staged an attack on a 
bracero camp. Local Jaw enforcement 
officials went to work. By the end of 
the month 33 unionists were indicted 
by the grand jury for criminal con- 
spiracy, kidnapping and assault— 
throwing the cases directly into the 
Superior Court. 

The Mexican government became 
very queasy and requested withdrawl 
of its nationals from certain farms. It 
was pointed out that none of the na- 
tionals had been hurt, but still Mexico 
seemed extraordinarily sensitive and, 
some were afraid, in sympathy with 
the unions. 

In the meantime, Washington was 
supposed to have sent investigators in 
but nothing has been heard of at this 
writing except a speech by Mr. Gold- 
berg to the Miami Convention of the 
AFL-CIO which indicates sympathy 
for the unions, not unnatural, 

The lettuce harvest, such as it is 
after the market break, is just about 
wound up. But now comes news the 
first strike has hit an asparagus 
grower. 

The worst blow of all is the action 
of the parent unions in Miami, where 
George Meany has proclaimed that 
the drive for membership and _ rec- 
ognition will continue this year. Grow- 
ers had hoped that the large expendi- 
tures by the unions would not be con- 
tinued by the convention because of 
the very limited success of the local 
organizing committee. Apparently, the 
national organization sees more prog- 
ress than is evident to local viewers. 

On the growers’ side, there is one 
comfort: Nobody has caved in yet. 
The unions cannot claim that they 
have secured recognition anywhere, 
and their claims to members signed 
up are viewed as fairly much paper 
claims. 

However, growers have little cause 
for jubilation. They know now that 
harassment, stoppages and undepend- 
able labor supply is ahead for almost 
any of the large-labor-requirement 
crops. They are not at all sure just 
how many braceros will be available. 
They know that state and federal em- 
ployment services seem to see all 


“labor disputes” as valid, no matter 
how phony the growers know them 
to be. And nobody believes that Cali- 
fornia crops can be got in as a regular 
thing by volunteers from other busi- 
nesses. 

Speculation is heard about what 
would happen if California plumped 
for a minimum wage law based on 
top California rates, but insisted that 
the competition in Texas, Florida, 
and the Southeast be required to pay 
the same rates. The local folks would 
be no worse off than they are, but 
consumers across the nation would 
suddenly find their food bills mount- 
ing. 

If other growers elsewhere could 
aot pay the California wage scale, 
production would fall off and scarcity 
would drive retail prices into a zoom- 
ing take-off. 


M ORE fuel has been added to the 
farm worker problem by George L. 
Mehren, director of University of Cal- 
ifornia’s Giannini Foundation of Agri- 
culture Economics, when he presented 
a lengthy farm labor report to the 
State Legislature Committee on Labor 
and Welfare. 

He says a part of California’s do- 
mestic farm work force is “almost 
shockingly” unreliable on the job and 
raising wages probably would make 
matters worse, as higher pay would 
tend to increase the frequency with 
which they drift from job to job. 

He revealed that single male work- 
ers, often classed as drifters, make up 
a significant portion of the migrant 
work force, and that day-by-day they 
are outproduced by imported farm 
workers. 

“Partly because of this, growers 
make little attempt to recruit domestic 
workers who they consider much less 
desirable than foreign contract work- 
ers,” he said. 


Tue foreign workers, such as Mex- 
ican braceros, also are the only ones 
who will take on the really dirty and 
dangerous jobs on the farm and will 
also do the more arduous harvest 
work, Mehren added. 

He reported extensive use of bra- 
ceros did not drive down the wages 
paid to domestic workers, and that 
there was no assurance higher wages 
would lure enough domestic workers 
into jobs now held by braceros. 

The farm labor story promises to 
become more important this year than 
any of the long term political farm 
stories of recent years, including sur- 
pluses and modifications of the Bran- 
nan Plan. 
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Two men, 400,000 pounds of pork 


FEEDING out 1,800 top hogs a year, managing 120 sows, rais- 
ing the pigs and keeping farrowing house and feedlot clean is 
a big job. But two men handle it with ease on the John B. 
LaGarde farm, Cherokee Co., Ala. 

LaGarde figures he can put a pound of pork on the market at 
a total cost of 13 to 14 cents a pound, including depreciation on 
equipment and interest on his investment. He doesn’t buy a 
single pig; every one is grown on the farm. 

Here's how he keeps down work: 

@ All feeding is done mechanically, except for sows and pigs 
in the farrowing house. 

@ Pigs are creep fed from two weeks old. (At three days old 
pigs get a shot of iron to prevent anemia. ) 

@ At two to three weeks they are castrated. 

@ At six weeks old they're weaned and put in a separate pen 
for a week, and given cholera vaccination 


Until pigs are 100 pounds they get a ration made up of 1,000 
pounds of corn, 400 pounds of grain sorghum, 300 pounds of 
soybean oil meal, 150 pounds of meat scraps, 75 pounds o 
alfalfa meal, 10 pounds of salt and swine formula, 3 pounds of 
Aurofac and 5 pounds of a mineral mixture. 

After pigs reach 100 pounds they're switched to a ration of 
1,000 pounds corn, 540 pounds barley, 250 pounds soybean oil 
meal, 130 pounds meat and bone scraps, 100 pounds alfalfa meal, 
10 pounds salt and swine formula and 3 pounds of Aurofac. 
They get this ration until market time. 

Sows on pasture get a mixture of oats, ground hay and tank- 
age to keep them from getting too fat. But in the farrowing 
house, sows get a high protein ration made up of 1.380 pounds 
corn, 200 pounds soybean oil meal, 200 pounds of meat and 
bone scraps, 200 pounds alfalfa, 10 pounds bone meal and 10 
pounds of salt and swine formula. 

The farrowing house and feedlot are washed down thoroughly 
twice a day with high-pressure water hoses. The washings and 
manure go into a huge concrete septic tank at the end of the 
feedlot to be spread on pasture by tank truck every day. 

In the feedlot shotes are fed by pushing a button. Feed is un- 
touched by hand labor in the entire operation. 
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Group of top hogs ready for market 
LaGarde grows about 1,600 to 1,800 top hogs a year.

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what you can and can’t do about it

IGHWAY construction is off to a boosted start that 

will likely carry it full speed through the sixties. Some 
730,000 landowners will be asked to yield over a million 
acres of land for an estimated 30,000 miles of Federal In- 
terstate highways planned for this decade. 

Most of these roads will be laid down on new locations 
in rural areas—over 80% in Tennessee, Virginia, Kentucky, 
Florida and Louisiana, for example. And you may see a 
state highway go through your farm. Kentucky, for example, 
has three times as many miles of state roads as Interstate 
highways on its planning boards. — 

If a highway comes to your community, you will want 
to know: 


How much land will they take? As much as 40 acres per 
mile for six-and eight-lane superhighways. Interchanges 
take an additional 40 or 50 acres. One farmer lost 8 of his 
45 acres, has 33 of the remaining 37 acres split off from 
his farmstead. 


Can I enter the new highway from my county road? Not 
if it is limited-access, as all Interstate highways are. Only 
entrance is by main roads, spaced 20 to 30 miles apart. 
In a few cases in-between-entrance via service roads or 
intersections is provided in sparsely traveled areas. If your 
farm is split, chances are slim for an underpass for your 
machinery and livestock, says W. F. Patten, veteran Toledo 
farm appraiser. 


How is the land taken? Your state highway department or 
commission plans and acquires land for all Interstate and 
most state highways. The route, location of interchanges 
and other details are based on studies of factors such as 
traffic patterns and economic effects on the community. 

Location established, the department will appraise land 
needed. Then a state agent will stop by to tell you the 
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amount. He may itemize damage and discuss the offer. 

You will have at least several days to consider the offer. 
If you reject it, the state can condemn and take the prop- 
erty under the law of eminent domain. A court will then 
decide the amount of the payment, but in all FARM AND 
RANCH states construction can proceed before the final 
decision is given. 

Can I keep the highway off my land? Only if you can 
prove that a different route is better for all concerned, or 
that the highway is not necessary in the first place. With 
sufficient evidence, you may be able to make changes in 
such features as access, drainage provisions and location 
of overpasses and interchanges. 


How do I go about changing the highway department's 
plans? First, find out all you can about the proposed high- 
way. Highway departments are supposed to keep you in- 
formed, but don’t wait. See your county engineer, county 
highway committee or district office of the state highway 
department. Watch for newspaper notices. 

Learn about the proposed location, access restrictions, 
where overpasses and interchanges will be located, the 
width of the right-of-way, suggests Raymond D. Vilasin, 
U.S.D.A. economist. Then, if you disagree with anything, 
organize your neighbors. Move rapidly, because changes 
will be considered only while plans are in the preliminary 
Stage. 

You can express your viewpoint on an Interstate high- 
way at a locally held public hearing. The state will explain 
highway plans, answer questions and record complaints. 
Warning: public hearings may not be required for pro- 
posed state highways, or for widening any highway. 

If you want a change, burden of proof is on you. Expect 
to spend time, as well as money for the appraisers and 
engineers needed to provide proof. (Continued on page 50)

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GROWING white, waxy-starch “milo” 
under contract has farm circles on the 
Texas High Plains humming with in- 
terest. 

For the first time on a significant 
acreage, High Plains farmers this year 
produced white, waxy-starch grain sor- 
ghum under contract, for $1.63 per 
hundredweight to the grower. Market 
price for red grain sorghum over the 
area averaged roughly $1.35 to $1.40 
per hundredweight. Farmers produced 
about 15,000 acres of the white grain 
under contract. 


Acreage Increase of at Least 10% 


White grain production under con- 
tract was handled through the Clubb 
Grain Co., headquartered at Lubbock, 
and the Continental Grain Co. office 
at Plainview. The Corn Products Co., 
Inc., headquartered at New York City, 
contracted the white grain, which was 
shipped to the firm’s plant at Corpus 
Christi for processing. 

Indications at present are that farm- 
ers wanting to grow the white grain 
next year will far exceed the acreage 
the firm will put under contract. The 
1961 acreage which the firm will con- 
tract isn’t known, but a High Plains 
consultant for the company indicated 
unofficially that he expects it to be 
increased by a minimum of 10%. 
Future gains in white grain acreage 
under contract, one observer said, will 
depend largely on the consumption 
and marketing of the products made 
from it. 

Individual farm acreages devoted 
to white grain this year range from 
around 20 acres up to several hundred 
acres. Some farmers have expressed 
a desire to put all their sorghum acre- 
age in the white grain next year. 

The white grain can be rejected if 
it doesn’t meet certain specifications, 
but this isn’t expected to pose any 
significant difficulties on the High 
Plains. Protein is easier to separate 
from the starch when the grain is 
produced under irrigation and the 
area’s dry climatical conditions. 

Dr. N. W. Kramer, former state 
leader of sorghum investigations for 
the Texas Experiment Station at Lub- 
bock, who has worked closely on white 
grain production, says: “On the basis 
of preliminary reports on some High 
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Plains grain processed early in the 
season, the quality was the best ever 
received at the Corpus Christi plant. 
This grain processed extremely well.” 

White grain yields in “areas that 
had very limited irrigation” this year 
ran around 3,000 to 4,000 pounds per 
acre, Kramer reports. Under heavier 
irrigation, yields averaged 4,000 to 
6,000 pounds per acre and more. One 
grower reported an average yield of 
8,000 pounds per acre. A new waxy 
hybrid which is expected to be grown 
on the bulk of the white grain acreage 
next year produces yields which are 
usually slightly less than those pro- 
duced by some of the best non-waxy 
hybrids. But the price premium more 
than makes up for the slight reduc- 
tion in yield. And some growers say 
the white grain this year actually pro- 
duced on a par with their red strains. 


Must Be Dry 


Growers produce the white grain 
under essentially the same conditions 
as red grain, with a few exceptions. 
The white grain must have high va- 
rietal purity and it has to be dry when 
it comes out of the field—because 
high-temperature drying used at most 
elevators interferes with processing. 

L. B. Branders, who farms north 
of Lockney, in Floyd County, tried 
grazing the stubble after harvesting 
the white grain and found that his cat- 
tle ate it better than his red grain stub- 
ble. The white grain is grown and 
processed for starch, which has many 
uses but is used primarily in the food 
industry. It doesn’t replace other grain 
sorghum because its uses are in en- 
tirely new fields. 


Castor Beans As A 
Cash Crop 
PLANTS that have been described as 
“potential trees” are steadily assum- 
ing more importance as a cash crop 
on many irrigated farms on the Texas 
High Plains. 

They're castorbeans, which are con- 
sidered by most authorities to be na- 
tive to tropical Africa and which grow 
perennially in the tropics and sub- 
tropics to heights of 30 to 40 feet. 
Castorbeans, however, behave as an 
annual in temperate areas where frost 
kills the plant. Commercial dwarf 


FOR DRYLAND AND

varieties grown on the High Plains 
vary from roughly 3 to 5 feet in 
height. 

Acreage devoted to castorbeans on 
the High Plains has expanded from 
a few hundred acres in 1957 to a 
record of 20,000 to 25,000 acres this 
year. A total of about 10,000 acres 
of castorbeans — highest up to that 
time—was grown last year. Another 
acreage expansion is expected in 1961. 

An over-all average of approxi- 
mately 1,800 pounds per acre was 
produced off the castorbean crop in 
1958, and yields this year should about 
equal, possibly surpass, that figure. 
Lower yields were produced in 1957 
and 1959. 

Gross income from an acre of 
castorbeans which produced 1,800 
pounds per acre, marketed at 5 cents 
per pound, would be approximately 
$90. An adjusted return, after de- 
ducting production costs, but not land 
costs, would leave a net income of 
about $30 to $45 an acre. 


Cost $45 to $60 an Acre 


Cost of producing an acre of high- 
yielding, dwarf-internode castorbeans 
under irrigation on the High Plains is 
about $45 to $60 an acre. This in- 
cludes cost of land preparation, plant- 
ing, irrigation fertilization, cultivation, 
insect control, mechanical harvesting 
and hauling. It doesn’t include a cost 
for land use. 

Disregarding abnormally high war- 
time markets, castorbean prices fluc- 
tuated from 4.5 to 6.5 cents per pound 
from 1947 to 1959. But prices are ex- 
pected to fluctuate less as domestic 
production is stabilized. 

Before growing castorbeans, ar- 
rangements should be made for seed 
of an adapted variety and for market- 
ing the crop. A custom operator also 
should be tentatively engaged to har- 
vest the crop, if the grower doesn’t 
own a harvester. 

Castorbeans are bought by weight 
on a clean-bean basis. Grower con- 
tracts currently specify that the pro- 
ducer will receive a minimum price or 
the market price at delivery, which- 
ever is higher. Companies now hand- 
ling castorbean production in Texas 
have their receiving points at Plain- 
view.

TO CUT DOWN LABOR COSTS in range feeding, cattle- 


men may be able to feed range cattle only 
twice or three times a week. Range tests at 
Balmorhea, Tex. Exp. Sta. compared effects of 
feeding 3 pounds cottonseed cake daily to one 
set of heifers, another set 7 pounds three 
times weekly and a third group 10% pounds 
twice weekly. One group fared about as well 

as another, and no ill effects were noted from 
heavy amounts of “feed. given at one time. Test 
continues. 


RANCHMEN are beginning to feel the pinch of last 


summer's halt in contracting of Mexican 
bracero "specials." Many renewed contracts 
before July deadline on chosen individuals. 
Now contracts are expiring, and workers are 
returning to Mexico. Ranchman cannot get in- 
dividual braceros of own choosing but must 
accept what is offered out of the “bullpen.”

Be- 
cause of excellent moisture, they feel they 
can still make a grain crop, even with late 
grazing. Further, they believe prolonged graz- 
ing will help reduce rust damage.

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Atomic research 
for agriculture 


WHAT does the use of atomic-age 
materials promise agriculture? Your 
guess may be as good as any, but 
scientists attending the first South- 
eastern Seminar on Atomic Progress 
in Agriculture are convinced that re- 
search will be accelerated to a jet- 
paced speed. 

Insect control is one area where 
considerable progress has already been 
made. Highly effective attempts to 
eradicate the screwworm by releasing 
male flies made sterile by radioisotopes 
hold out a possible technique of con- 
trol for other insects. 

“There is every reason to believe 
that the sterile-male principle can be 
developed to help control or eradicate 
other major pests,” according to Dr. 
E. F. Knipling, USDA entomologist. 

But for insects like the boll weevil, 
bollworm, codling moth, tobacco 
hornworm, tobacco budworm, sugar- 
cane borer and others, the technique 
must be modified, he declared. 

Using sterile insects as the only 
tool with these insects would be out 
of the question, believes Dr. Knipling. 
It’s necessary to outnumber the nat- 
ural male boll weevil population with 
sterile males by tenfold. This would 
require releasing about 1,000 weevils 
per acre in normal conditions. 

But by tying in the technique with 
normal control measures, it would be 
possible to bring the count of weevils 
down to a level where the number of 
sterile males necessary to break the 
cycle would drop to around 100 per 
acre, according to the entomologist. 

Thus, the release of sterile males 
would become practical. 

Crop improvement through the use 
of isotopes is a reality. Eight new 
crop varieties have been commercially 
introduced after development through 
radiation techniques. An “Atomic Pea- 
nut” is the leading example, but such 
changes as stiffer straw, early matur- 
ity, density of head, protein content 
have been affected in grain through 
radiation. 

Livestock improvement has not yet 
come under the influence of the a- 
tomic age to the same degree as 
crops, but scientists are using radiation 
to get a better understanding of animal 
metabolism and nutrition. 

Radiation dangers are not to be ig- 
nored, according to USDA’s Dr. Ron- 
ald Menzel. But research on still un- 
discovered methods of “cleaning up” 
radioactive soils is being pushed at full 
speed, according to the researcher.

“IN just a few more years I will be able to retire on the in- 
come from my walnut trees,” says W. C. Shaffer, of Gar- 
field, Ark. “If I had known 12 years ago what could be 
done with the wild black walnut trees I have, | would have 
it made now.” 

Shaffer has been a nurseryman for the past 30 years. 
He first started to work with Thomas black walnut trees 
12 years ago. 

At that time he did a lot of top work on many of his big, 
wild walnut trees. He grafted and budded them all over to 
Thomas. As years went by he found that he could have 
better luck by grafting the young trees.

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“I like to work on a young tree 
that is about 5 to 6 feet tall, and about 
an inch through where I cut it off to 
put on the graft,” explains Shaffer. 
“This way I have a tree with a good 
root system, and the graft is high 
enough from the ground that the cattle 
won't hurt it.” 

“The root system of the wild wal- 
nut is the best for this country, but 
the Thomas walnut bears a better 
nut,” says Shaffer. “So by grafting a 
Thomas top on a wild walnut root, 
in just a few years you will have a 
good bearing tree.” 

“I have found that I have better re- 
sults from grafting than I get from 
budding,” Shaffer says. “There is a 
lot less follow-up work with the graft- 
ing. 

Shaffer does all his grafting in the 
spring, just as the leaves start to come 
out. He cuts the trees off just under 
the lowest limb, and sets from one 
to three grafts per tree. When these 
have grown 12 to 18 inches long he 
trims off the end to make this graft 
set on limbs. 

He will watch the trees and trim 
some every year for three years to 
make the tree grow a nice round top. 

“I have had trees bearing in just 
two years after the grafts were put 
on,” says Shaffer. “But they will all 
start to make you a little money by the 
third year.” 

The nut output will double every 
other year for the first 15 years. Then 
the trees will be at full growth. 

There are several ways to start a 
walnut orchard. One easy way, if you 
don’t want too many trees, is to 
graft any young trees you have on 
the farm. In three to four years they 
will be bearing. 

If a large acreage is wanted and you 
don’t want to put out much money, 
you can plant the nuts. 

When trees are two or three years 
old, they can be grafted to the Thomas 
black walnut. This method will take 
about six years to get a first crop. 

You can also buy young grafted 
trees and plant. They will cost about 

2 a tree, but trees would be bearing 
two or three years sooner; in the long 
run this costs no more than planting 
your own. 

“If you are going to plant a walnut 
orchard,” Shaffer explains, “remem- 
ber that the care you give it the first 
three years will be a big help in the 
money it will make you the rest of 
your life. 

“I have been able to sell all I raised 
the last two years—shell-dried, at 20 
cents’a pound. But even if I sold on 
the open market I would make good 
money from my Thomas walnut trees. 
They will make me from $20 to $50 
a year, and I have the use of the same 
field for hay or pasture,” says Shaffer.

HEN green trees replace bare ones 
when store counters display candy ducks . . . when flowers 
bloom in spite of windy days . . . when thoughts turn to 
baskets, bunnies and bonnets, you're sure Easter’s coming. 

Specialty foods parade across the dining room table. Easter 
eggs head for the pans of dye. Homemakers look for a 
lift in eating interest as well as in the weather.

The 
black sheep is well hidden under the white icing, topped 
with fluffy coconut. Placed on your prettiest platter, this 
cake will serve as a centerpiece for a dining or serving 
table until the moment for dessert.

To begin, you'll need a lamb mold. These come in 
various sizes and can be purchased at housewares counters.

There’s a 
reason for serving 
“cold” food... 


THE VERY IDEA for frozen foods 
is to keep them cold enough and use 
them soon enough. The results: a 
whole new world of meal planning 
possibilities. 

The most common cause for loss 
of quality in frozen foods is storage 
at too high temperatures. Zero degree 
temperature or lower is necessary to 
maintain original high quality. Higher 
temperatures encourage chemical 
changes in the food. Evidences of 
this are rapid loss of color, flavor, 
texture and nutritive value. 

The wise shopper buys frozen foods 
only from a reputable dealer. Pack- 
ages which are soft are passed up for 
packages which have remained firm. 
The frozen-food display cabinet should 
be immaculately clean with packages 
stacked only as high as the indicated 
fill line. 

For the inside story notice the 
brands which offer frozen-food con- 
tainers which are not filled with a 
large quantity of frost. Another sign 
of deterioration is the loss of bright 
color in fruits and vegetables. Tex- 
ture changes are significant if the 
product has lost its shape or become 
soggy. Don’t depend only on flavor 
changes since they occur much more 
slowly than some of the other evi- 
dences of quality breakdown. 

Once the frozen-food package has 
reached your hand, it then becomes 
your responsibility to care for it. Al- 
ways purchase frozen foods last on 
your shopping trip. When you get 
home, place the frozen packages in 
the freezer immediately, next to a re- 
frigerated surface.

Is it worthwhile? Vlasin reports 
that a group of Wisconsin farmers 
combined to change the path of a 
highway to a location that meant less 
loss for themselves and the entire 
community. Another farm group 
worked with local businessmen to 
change location of an overpass. The 
job can be done. 

How much will I be paid? The 
U.S. Constitution guarantees payment 
for property taken, but does not spe- 
cify the amount. You will be reim- 
bursed for (1) land and improvements 
taken, and (2) damage to remaining 
property, although both categories 
may be handled as one package. 

You can usually keep buildings if 
you like, and may be paid moving 
costs. 

For what specific damages will I be 
paid? Compensation has included: 

@ Extra traveling expenses if your 
farm has been divided. 

@ Damage to crops, trees, shrub- 
bery, springs and wells. 

@ Loss of privacy. 

@ Inability to make most advan- 
tageous use of remaining land. 

@ Effects on drainage, either nat- 
ural or artificial. According to Pat- 
ten, highway departments must either 
fix drainage the way it was or pay 
damages. If the department promises 
to restore your drainage system, get it 
in writing. 

The new highway will divert cus- 
tomers away from my roadside mar- 
ket. Can I get reimbursed? No. Same 
goes for inconvenience, fumes or 
noise due to traffic and other hard-to- 
evaluate claims. 

How can I assure fair payment? 
Here are suggestions: 

@ Accompany the state appraisers 
when they visit your farm. “If you 
give convincing evidence that they 
have missed something, they may 
change their estimates,” Patten says. 

@ Study the state’s offer carefully. 
Try to anticipate damages, since extra 
payment after you have signed the 
state’s contract is unlikely. Visit 
farms that have had highway exper- 
ience. On some, for example, fresh 
soil has eroded into drainage systems 
from overpass embankments. Land- 
owners had not forseen this damage. 

@ Compare your offer with your 
neighbor’s for equal treatment. 

If you question the state’s valua- 
tion, have an experienced local ap-

State ap- 
praisals are usually adequate, Pat- 
ten says. But guard against the ex- 
ception. 

@ If your appraisal is higher than 
the state’s, try to negotiate for a bet- 
ter settlement. Some states, however, 
have a one-price policy and won't al- 
low any “horse-trading.” If your 
property is condemned, the jury will 
decide the payment on basis of court 
appraisal, and evidence you and the 
highway department submit. 

Does it pay to go to court? “The 
jury is virtually always on the land- 
owner's side,” Patten contends. There 
is some risk, though, because courts 
have in a few cases awarded less than 
the original offer. Also, there is the 
lawyer's fee, although some will take 
a percentage of any gain as their fee. 

How can I make adjustments? You 
may be able to buy land that has been 
split from farmsteads that are now on 
the opposite side of the highway. 
Trades have been arranged. “Adjust- 
ments are usually worked out, but it 
may take some time,” Patten advises. 


New Hope for 
Fly Control 


NEAR perfect face fly control may be 
just around the corner, according to 
USDA researchers, who put a couple 
of “ifs” in their report. 

Adding small amounts of certain 
organic phosphorus insecticides to cat- 
tle feed will kill the flies and also may 
turn out to be a method of controlling 
the common housefly, according to 
the USDA report. 

The insecticides pass undigested 
through animals and make manure 
highly toxic to the fly larvae. Since 
the face fly develops only on fresh 
manure, this technique would cut the 
pest’s cycle by poisoning the larvae. 

The face fly has become a serious 
pest to livestock in nearly all areas 
east of the Mississippi River and north 
of South Carolina. 

To date, the new control method 
has not been farm tried. The “ifs” 
in the work so far are questions 
concerning the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration’s acceptance of products 
for use and what type of chemical 
would be best suited. 

Scientists believe that as soon as 
the proper chemicals are selected and 
the dosage necessary is established, 
the materials could be mixed in salt 
licks. Then the face fly could be con- 
trolled. Of course, a community ef- 
fort would be necessary for maximum 
effectiveness. 

Partial control of the housefly, 
hornfly, stable fly may be possible by 
using the same technique.

Farming not a 
small business || 
... oris it? 


THE Small Business Administration 
just doesn’t make loans to agricultural 
enterprises, but it does to some opera- 
tions related to agriculture that fall 
within the definition of a business. 

Examples of businesses that can 
qualify for SBA loans are fertilizer 
and feed manufacturers, poultry meat 
processors, commercial hatcheries, 
etc., that can’t get funds from other 
sources. 

But because of the borderline na- 
ture of many cases, almost every busi- 
ness must be considered on its indi- 
vidual characteristics. Loans for pro- 
ducers, however, are out. 

The government defines a small 
business as a concern that is indepen- 
dently owned and operated and that 
employs no more than 500 persons 
and does not dominate its field. 

SBA likes for a bank to assume at 
least part of the loan which may be 
requested. Getting bank participation 
for at least 10% of a loan is a big 
help in qualifying for SBA loans. 

Complete records, evidence of suc- 
cessful operation and strong indica- 
tions of potential success are require- 
ments for securing loans. 

The Administration can make loans 
to businesses up to $350,000 for a 
period of 10 years at an interest rate 
of 5%%. Somewhat lower interest 
rates are available in cases declared in 
a state of emergency. (An example 
would be in cases where floods de- 
stroyed assets, etc.) 

Businesses securing loans from the 
SBA must be willing to meet strict 
management requirements. The Ad- 
ministration can require given levels 
of operating capital, regulate the ac- 
quisition of fixed assets and other 
expenditures. 

Another source of financing for 
small businesses are small business in- 
vestment companies that are being 
formed across the country. 

These companies are privately 
owned and operated investment com- 
panies. However, they are licensed 
by the SBA and must operate within 
the policies of the Administration. 
Their loans are restricted to the same 
type of business firms as the SBA. 

They are sources of “high risk” 
capital and can make loans up to 20 
years. These companies are designed

Cochrane Concoction: Killer of farm freedom 


Washington, D.C.—The Kennedy Administration has made 
its farm move, a la Orville Freeman. And a scary sight it is. 
The bill represents their first broken campaign promise—not 
to attempt controls without farmer referendum. It also 
shows that “they” think the stench of the government- 
created farm problem can only be sweetened by more gov- 
ernment meddling. 

The “Corn and Feed Grains Bill” (see other reports, this 
issue) is touted as a stop-gap program. Actually, it’s a tip-off 
to plans for other farm products. It is now being rushed 
through Congress for two too-obvious reasons: (1) the 
Administration wants to push the impression of “doing some- 
thing” and (2) it wants to get in a lick for government 
supply and price control while Kennedy’s popularity is at 
its height (and before reaction sets in from the grass roots). 
The excuse for all this hurry is that it’s planting time. 
(Truth is, planting has already started in the South.) 

This bill is a move toward Socialized Agriculture. Charlie 
Shuman, of the Farm Bureau, wrapped it up when he said 
it is an attempt to get “an entering wedge to take control 
of marketing of all farm products.” There is no better place 
to put that wedge than in feed grains, since they have heavy 
influence on all livestock, dairy and poultry farming. An im- 
portant key! 

If this law passes, it will be the first time one man has 
held in the palm of his hand the right to absolute supply 
and price control. It gives the Secretary of Agriculture, 
whoever he may be, the power to drive feed grain prices 
down to any level he chooses, simply by dumping CCC 
stocks—the dictatorial power to use surplus government 
stocks to manipulate prices and force compliance. 

Secretary Freeman hedged when asked if his long-term 
program for both wheat and feed grains would follow this 
same pattern (which is plenty evidence that it will). He 
said “that is being considered.” He also admitted that he 
wanted programs for all commodities that would “dovetail” 
with this one. His ridiculous move to chase after the strong 
market price of soybeans with a higher price support (which 
he promises, to encourage more planting) is a hint that 
crops now in good shape may not stay that way for long. 


Freeman presented his case for the bill to committees of 
both houses of Congress in a spirit of complete cooperation. 
There was no attitude of unyielding position. In fact, he 
seemed foo cooperative at times. In Rep. Poage’s (D-Tex.) 
Feed Grains Subcommittee—during a half-day session in the 
witness chair—he offered to accept changes in every major 
portion of the bill (as different congressmen suggested 
them) —including an amendment which he brought in that 
morning. 

All was sweetness and light during most of the House 
committee session, and the Secretary received mostly high 
praise from its members. It was pretty obvious this com- 
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mittee would go along with him. 

Congressman Cooley (D-N.C.), who is Chairman of the 
House Agri. Committee, paid his respects during the sub- 
committee hearing. And although obviously there are parts 
of the bill he doesn’t like, it is reported that he, too, will go 
along. (Rumor is he has to get himself “back in” at the 
White House because of his vote against the stacking of the 
Rules Committee—correct a right with a wrong.) 

In Senate hearings, Freeman wasn’t quite as royally ac- 
cepted, nor was he so smooth. Repeated probing questions 
got him confused—so much so that he confused many lis- 
teners—and even the double-talk of his economist, Dr. 
Cochrane, couldn't straighten it out. At one point Freeman 
said, “Cheap feeds mean cheap meat.” A few minutes 
later, he was asked if higher grain prices would mean 
higher meat prices and he said, “We think not.” 

Actually, the bill is a “Cochrane concoction.” That’s no 
recommendation for adoption. Dr. Willard Cochrane is the 
self-styled farm legislation expert who sits at Freeman's 
right hand. He sat in with the “task force” committee that 
recommended the bill; then supervised the writing of it. 
Someone said, during Congressional hearings, that “This 
sounds like a wild dream out of the warped mind of some 
college professor who has little practical knowledge of Agri- 
culture.” And Cochrane is his man. (No recommendation 
for either Freeman or Kennedy.) 

He is (supposedly) a trained farm economist, who years ago 
joined in a sweep—all too widespread on college campuses 
—to prove with figures and sickly theories that a Socialistic 
economy is the only salvation for America. He came to 
the Secretary’s staff from the University of Minnesota, 
from which post he has spouted theories of government- 
regulated farming subscribed to only by “left wing” farm 
organizations. 

While Freeman himself is a polished politician, Cochrane 
is not. And his attitude of childish stubborness and con- 
descension irritated lawmakers time and again. Even Sen- 
ator Holland (D-Fla.}—who is by no means unusually 
rough on witnesses—halted the proceedings at one point 
to say, “I resent the attitude of Dr. Cochrane .. .” 

This is the man Freeman has now named Director of 
Economics (see “News”). One report is that Cochrane has 
a leave of absence from his college job until June. If the 
Secretary is as sharp as he seems, he'll either send him back 
there—if they'll have him—or stick him so deep into a 
cubbyhole that the public will never lay eyes on him. 


The bill may be changed enough by the time it passes— 
if it passes—to pull the teeth out of it. If not, and it goes 
through with its power tools left intact . . . we are off on 
a freeway to complete government control of ail agriculture, 
with little time left in which farmers can find a “limited 
exit.” And Congress will have cut the right-of-way.
